Nizitsatisleint bout the weather weve ad this summer 
lor the top cover of your transceiver on field day. It's about 
digital devices that provide an access point for radios using digi- 
tal modes like D-STAR, DMR, Fusion, P25, and other new digi- 
tal formats as well. Why use one? Not everyone has access to a 
compatible digital repeater. Plus it gives the user the flexibility 
to do things like switch “reflectors” without interfering with ath- 
‘ers who may also want to use the repeater. Most of them can 
be set up to be portable/mobile so you can take them with you 
land use them an trips if you have access to a mobile internet 
hot spot. (Some new cars and many smart phones provide this, 
‘capability, | have made contacts with truck drivers who had 
‘mobile D-STAR setup in the cab of their truck. 


''m limiting this article to those hot spots that provide an RF 
signal for use with a radio so I'm nat including Internet Labs DV 
Dangle ar the DV3K Dongle and others like them, 


There are several hot spots on the market, each with advan- 
tages and disadvantages. Some are self-contained and ready to 
use following a quick setup. Most require a computer though 
‘most will work with an inexpensive Raspberry Pi. Some can use 
the computer's wifi capability, the SharkRF openSPOT cannot. 
Most come as either a 2m or 70cm version, but some do both 
bands. Allrequire some setup, some require the use of third-par- 
ty software, often with several to pick from and not all of them 
will work with all versions of the Raspberry Pi 


My first hotspot was a D-STAR Digital Voice Access Point 
(DVAP} dongle. it connects to a computer through a USB cable, 
| set it up to work with a Raspberry Pi but it can also work with 
‘Windows PC, a Mac, ora Linux computer.’ still available and 
the OEM is developing a new version that has more mades, 


‘The DVMega is a circuit card that is installed on the expansion 
connector on a Raspberry Pi but it can also be used with a Blue- 
tooth adapter and an Android smart phone or tablet. 


‘The SharkRF openspot does not require a computer for op- 
eration, it just requires a computer with a web browser for set 
up. tt doesn’t do wifi and must be connected to a wired network 
(ora wifi-to-LAN adapten. Itis no longer available, but the OEM's 
web page says that anew version will be shipping shortly 
Photos of the more popular hotspots are in the figure below.
